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Trade  Surplus  Falls  $63  Million  -  The 

U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  fell  for  the 
third  consecutive  month.  July’s  agri¬ 
cultural  trade  surplus  fell  $63  million  from 
June  to  $1.27  billion,  the  lowest  monthly 
total  since  August  1 988.  Exports  in  July 
fell  $80  million  to  just  under  $3  billion. 
Meanwhile,  imports  also  fell  slightly  to 
$1.7  billion.  The  cumulative  agricultural 
trade  surplus  for  October-July  was  $15.8 
billion,  34  percent  above  a  year  ago. 

Exports  Seasonally  Lower  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  fell  from  $3.06  bil¬ 
lion  in  June  to  $2.98  billion  in  July.  De¬ 
creases  for  corn,  soybeans,  meat,  cattle 
hides,  fruits  and  vegetables,  tobacco, 
and  animal  feeds  totaling  $488  million 
more  than  offset  a  $422  million  increase 
in  wheat,  rice,  and  cotton. 

Wheat  exports  reached  3.7  million  tons 
in  July,  50  percent  above  the  June 
figure.  Wheat  export  unit  values  fell  $8  a 
ton  to  $1 57.  The  value  of  U.S.  wheat 
exports  rose  to  $584  million.  Shipments 
to  China  surpassed  one  million  tons, 
replacing  the  Soviet  Union  as  the  largest 
market.  This  brings  total  U.S.  wheat 
exports  to  China  during  October-July  to 
6.4  million  tons.  The  Soviet  Union  and 
Egypt  were  next  largest  markets  in  July 
with  429,000  and  399,000  tons, 
respectively.  Algeria  was  also  a  major 
customer  in  July. 

Corn  exports  fell  to  3.4  million  tons  in 
July,  valued  at  $404  million,  the  lowest 
level  since  July  1 988.  Japan,  the  Soviet 
Union,  Korea,  Taiwan,  and  Mexico 
accounted  for  2.7  million  tons  or  80 
percent  of  the  total.  For  October-July, 
corn  exports  amounted  to  45  million  tons 
compared  with  36  million  tons  a  year 
earlier. 

Soybean  exports  plummeted  47  percent 
in  July  to  446,000  tons  valued  at  $123 
million.  U.S.  soybean  exports  generally 
fall  from  February  through  June,  then 
level  off.  However,  this  year,  they 
continued  to  fall  with  short  U.S.  supplies 
and  increased  availability  of  South 
American  beans.  Japan,  Mexico,  and 
Taiwan  were  the  largest  U.S.  soybean 
markets  in  July. 
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Cotton  exports  rebounded  to  $288  mil¬ 
lion  in  July,  returning  to  a  more  typical 
seasonal  pattern.  Approximately 
one-fourth  of  all  U.S.  cotton  exports  in 
July  were  to  Japan  with  Korea  and 
China  each  accounting  for  17  percent. 

In  all,  196,000  tons  moved,  up  from  the 
55,000  recorded  in  June.  In  addition  to 
Japan,  Korea,  and  China,  Turkey, 
Taiwan  and  Indonesia  were  also  large 
customers. 

July  meat  exports  were  virtually  un¬ 
changed  from  June  at  $206  million,  but 
remained  28  percent  above  one  year 
earlier.  Meat  has  been  the  fastest 
growing  major  U.S.  agricultural  export  in 
recent  years,  with  value  increasing  95 
percent  during  1985-88.  This  year, 
favorable  exchange  rates  and  import 
liberalization  have  continued  to  boost 
meat  exports.  During  the  first  1 0  months 
of  FY  1989,  meat  exports  grew  $577 
million,  with  Japan,  South  Korea,  and 
Mexico  accounting  for  virtually  all  the 
increase. 

Imports  Slightly  Lower  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  fell  in  July,  but 
remained  above  $1 .7  billion  for  the  tenth 
consecutive  month.  Declines  in  imports 
of  fruits  and  vegetables  ($62  million),  live 
animals  ($30  million),  and  vegetable  oils 
($23  million)  offset  gains  in  coffee  ($47 
million)  and  sugar  ($13  million). 

Based  on  the  pace  thus  far,  the  import 
forecast  for  fiscal  1 989  was  raised  $500 
million  to  a  record  $21.5  billion.  The 
previous  record  of  $21  billion  was  set  in 
fiscal  1988.

Exports  Expected  to  Reach  $40 
Billion  in  FY  1989  -  FY  1989  export 
value  is  now  forecast  to  reach  $40 
billion,  compared  with  $35.3  billion  in 
fiscal  1988.  This  is  the  third  con¬ 
secutive  annual  increase  in  exports 
and  the  first  time  the  value  has  ap¬ 
proached  $40  billion  since  the  record 
$43.8  billion  in  fiscal  1981.  Exports  of 
corn,  wheat,  horticultural  products,  and 
animal  products  will  account  for  most 
of  the  increase  in  FY  1989.
